the’past month. The February that bas 
been known in this region since Observations have 
been recorded was in b434. when the mean teanper. 
ature was 35 degrees. The cold extremes were in 
1866, 1856, 1863, 1843, 1838, 1835, 1899, 1823 ; all of 
whioh were much below the méean-—the lowdst oc- 
carring in 1866, and the next in 1835. 

The range of mean temperature ‘or Pebraary 

through a series of 35 years, exceeds W degrves- 
showing it to be the most variable month ¢f the 
year. 
The mean temperature of the past winter is (dur 
degrees below the mean of a series of yeara. The 
variations in the mean winter temperature for a se- 
ries of years, is far less than the variation among 
the individesl months of the season, and more 
the anpual variation. 

The “ Cold Terms” of « winter are single, double, 
or Wiple, and vary in irregular periods, as yet with- 
oat apparent governing laws in regard to their fre- 
queacy. in some winters we havé one very coli 
term of taking place in the first second or third 
month ; and in others, two, occurring in the first 
and second, first and third, or sevond and third 
months in the season, and once, within the memory 
of the ‘‘oldest inhabitant,” skipping over the wiuter 
months and settling in Mareh. The order of their 
recurrence has the appearance of periodicity vary- 
ing 10 to 20 years, which is probably 
fected by the purturbatiows of atmostpheric ¢le- 
ments that ase as yet not rationahzed, or are misun. 
de ratood. 

The abaormal condition of the atmospheric ele 
ments which generally follows the Soltices in from 
ove to two months, has givea a very anomalous con- 


dition to the Barometric carves of the past mon th 


being so irregular that their corresponding storm. 
have impinged upon each other to such an extent, 
and in such rapid succession, as, in several cases, to 
almost obliterate the fair weather elevations __mak- 
jog the mean beignt for the month mach jower than 
either of the other winter months. The intensity 
of the storms of the past moath has been lower than 
for either December or January, but their namber 
equals the vamber of both the other months to 
gether. 

The longest term of fair weather for the wiater 
was from Jan. 26th to Feb. 4th, eight and « half 
days. The longest term of aormy weather was 
from Feb. 14th to 21st—seven days—during which 
Ume no less than e.ght storms foilowed and crossed 
each other from S.W.and N.W., impinging upon 
each other and breaking up the norma! course of 
the storm winds. 

This series of storms enveloped nearly the whole 
of the United States, cuusing the most universal and 
destructive floods that have been known fur years. 

The precipitation for Febraary has been equal to | 
the whole amount for December and January to- 
gether, and about three and a half times more than 
the meau of several years, end for the winter twice 
as much. Owing to the excesuve temperature of 
the two stormy periods of the winter, we have had 
bat very little snow. The mean precipitation for 
February, for several years, is ove angi-a half inches, 
with a variation from one-half to and a half 
inches ; while the mean for the winter & five and a 
half inches. The prevalencé of or fair 


winds, for this , la twe to one ; while for Jan- 
uary it wae cine to oue,—the average for the winter 
being four to one. 

The mean relative hamidity of the air has gracu- 
ally increased through the winter, being iv considera- 
ble excess of the mean for places west of the lake, 
and from 10 to 15 per cent. lower than for pigees ou 
the Eastern shore of the lake. 

The electric intensity of the atmosphere has been 
low during the winter, its maximam occurring in 
the night following the llth of February. There 
has been very little thander and lightoing during 
the winter months—there being three peals jin De- 
cember, and one in February. 

The ground bas thswed UES past to 
the depth of 10 inches, lenvin 25 inches yet to be 
thawed. 

The harbor was cleared of ice on the 0th, and the 
first regular departure from the port was on the 28th 
in a revolving wind, which brought the vessel back 
the next day. The direction and foree of the storm 
winds, together with their intimate connexion with 
the progress and development of all our storms, is 
ove of the first and foremost subjects to the real in- 
terest of our great isternal commerce —-adantted as 
it is, that the great south west counter trade current 
is cnr normal atmospheric eoadition, and that al! 
other winds are a part of, or are infiuented by 
storms passing over different parts of the country. 
It behoves every one in command on our lakes to 
make a special subject of stady, observation aad 
register of the changes or revolving character of our 
winds through the different seasons, that they may 
be used as a reference and guide in succeeding years. 

With such advantages, as great progress might be 
made in the art of navigation on our lakes as it has 
already done on the ocean under the guidance of the 
wonder-working system of Liegt. Maury.
